The roost popu lar 
method u sed by j 
the Burmese for hu sking rice Is by j 
the “cblke-set” 
or 
rev olv ing 
mill, j 
which is worked by hand. 
This 
mill 
Is made of wov en bamboo. 
The low­ 
er half is stationary , with a 
cone 
shaped head of hardwood and 
bamb<X) 
ex tending within the u pper half, which 
rev olv es arou nd thlH cone when pu sh­ 
ed backward and forward by m eans of 
the handle. 
Hard bamboo twigs ex * 
tending crosswise in the u pper por­ 
tion hu sk the rice against the cone 
Between the two sections Is a small 
opening throu gh which the rice falls 
Into a plate or basket. 
The other method Is by a wooden 
mortar, the pestle consisting of a block 
of wood at the end of a heav y bar 
working on a lev er, which Is raised 
and lowered by the weight of the oper­ 
ator’s body as he steps on and off the 
fu rther end of the bar. 
These m a­ 
chines are manu factu red locally . 
There Is no dou bt a considerable 
m arket in Bu rm a for small rice m a­ 
chines capable of handling two hu n­ 
dred baskets per day of twelv e hou rs, 
costing c. 1. f Rangoon abou t $8 0. The 
basket is the u nit of m easu re in the 
rice trade of Bu rma and consists of 
forty -sev en pou nds u nhu sked rice or 
sev enty fiv e pou nds cleaned white rice. 
The machine mu st be prov ided with 
separators and three ou tshoots, 
i. e., 
for white rice, coodie and hu sk.

horse-drawn v ehicle, ju st as g, team of 
horses may be, and com bines all the 
adv antages of thn horse with those of 
the au to tru ck at an ex ceedingly low' 
price. 
T he ou tfit comprises a 
steel 
bar and cou pler and sprocket wheels 
designed to bo attached to the wheels 
and tongu e of the wagon. 
T here is 
only one wheel on the “horse,” and 
tha t is at the front, the m ost of the 
su pport for the 
tractor 
depending 
u pon the front wagon wheels by which 
it is driv en. 
The engine, mou nted u n­ 
der the front hood as in an au tomo­ 
bile, is of forty or fifty horsepower, 
and driv es the wagon a t a speed of 
from eight to thirty miles an hou r, the 
latter speed only being u sed when It 
is designed for fire engine 
serv ice.
